Fivo yeara Binco tho two groBt poli- 
tical parties in Canada came togotbor 
and formed <• coalition Goverameut for 
tho parposo of carrjing out tho ecuamo 
of British North American Confedera- 
tion. That combination still exists, 
and the Govorcmeot bo constituted has 
boon enabled successfully to carry oat 
the object of its creation. Boforo tb.9 
eobeme had been got fairly, underweigh 
the Hon George Brown deserted tco 
Governmont.One of the unhappy fruits 
of . .that deebrtioo has been the 
formatiaa of a' party in opposition 
to.'./, the coalition Qovornmeot, 
commonly knownas tho "Grit" 
party. Nat'that we oxpooted too Gov- 
ernment conld bo earned cm for aoy 
lebgthened period without oppoiation 
The natural tendency of tho working ot 
Keaponeiblo Government ia tho creation 
oi party, aud tho procosa of evolving 
party .lines ir more or lese gradual ao- 
cording to circametancea, But the peeu 
llorly unhappy featuro of tho preaent 
caso consiBts in the fact that tho defect- 
ion of Mr Brown roaalled in many able 
men being found ocenpying^tbe opposi- 
tion benches who had no bubiuqaa there, 
and who, if nBked why I hey were there 
might experience eome difficulty in re- 
turning any moro satisfactory anBwer 
than tbs t 'Mr Brown ia not in tho Cabii 
net.' But why is MY Brown not In tho 
Cabinot ? Or, rather, why did be leave 
it ?— for that ia a quostion 10 which we 
have teen no satisfactory niiswor.although 
the public have waited nearly &vo yeara 
for it. Tho gooeral election* Hre draw- 
ing near, and the question as to whether 
or not taore should be a return to 
'party government/ now that the work 
for which 'party government' was Juid 
away on tho shelf of expediency has 
been accomplished, is being raised and 
vigorously diecunaed in the newspapers. 
In ono uenHo both sections of the press 
are advocating party organisation for 
the approachiug utrugglo. The Minis- 
terial Bection is orgiug the friends of 
the Government to organize as against 
the 'Grit' party, — the friends of the, 
government which is still a coalition one 
being composed of conservatives and 
Beformers. The 'Grit' organ?, on the 
Other hand, advocate party organiza- 
tion in a very different sense. The 
special objeot for which party was tem. 
porarily laid aside,' say they, 'having 
been attained (and oortainly no thaoke 
to them for, thatl) tho ooalijion should 
oen»e with the completion of its task, 
and there should be a return to party 
-government.' Tboy are not oontont to 
remain as the 'Grits' on the opposition 
benches, but tboy assort that it is the 
■doty of those constituting ■ the Keform 
element in tho coalition government to 
withdraw and join them. The desire is 
by no means an unnatural one, seeing 
that Without such a transpoaition they 
would have little profpeot of gaining 
What would appear to be the highest, 
the sole objeot of their political exist, 
ebce — office, Tho situation is one 
which demands the serious attention of 
the people. Whilo it ia true, iu a sense, 
that the groat work for which 
the coalition was formed has 
been successfully carried out, it is true 
in an equally important Bonse, that the 
work is not fi'rsned. It is technically 
tree that the Pacific Ocean now for 
the westorn boundary of tho Dominion, 
as the Atlantic forma the oaaiern ; but 
the work of empire doos not ond with 
tho more oxteusioo of geographical 
boundaries. To solidiiy, organise, open 
np, soltlo tho vast territory now em 
braced' within the wido boundaries oi 
tbe .magDificent cow empire just crea- 
ted — murkod out on paper, i s even u 
greater work, demanding the combined 
- effort of our beat statesmen, Thorc is 
as yet little more than the skeleton of 
empire. Tho floab. and muscle and 
skin have yet to be put on, and tlio 
wholo machinery o( roepirutiou and lile- 
circalation set in moiion ; and that is 
a work which may well command tho 
best statecraft tho country can supply 
Sorely tho present is no time to lapse 
into more party government. It ever 
the interests of tho country called for 
a patriotic union of tho best men of all 

5 parties it ia now. It will, iherofore be 
or tho pooplo to consider whether in- 
terests like those would no safer in the 
handB ot a singio political pirty than 
they would bo in tho hands of moderate 
and patriotic men drawn together from 
all political parlies for tho common ob- 
joct of guiding tho young empire safely 
through this tho most critical period of 
its existence ; and it is difficult, indued, 
to doubt that the people of Canada 
will fail to dincovor that their truo iu- 
torests Ho in tho latter direction.' With 
the 'Grits' ot Ontario, as with tho 
'Beda' of our own Province, It is to be 
feared that theory for 'party govern- 
menl' ia simply a ory for offioe, for, as 
Was shown in a rocont article, thoro is 
not a single largo political principle 
upon whioli they have vonturod to join 
isBUo with tho present administration. 
Nocossariiy identified with uo political 
party in Canada, we may be presnmod 
to look at tho political situation from 
an impartial and comparatively disinter- 
ested standpoint; and, regarding it, we 
trust, in a spirit of fairness and patri- 
otism, wo confess that we 6hould dep, 
recato as u national calamity an imme- 
diate return to 'puny govornmont' in 
. tbatsonHO intended by the 'Grit' organs.
